LIEU LANDS. 


As some misapprehension appears 
to exist in regard to "lieu lands,” we 
w ill give a brief explanation of the 
subject. 
The class which we will now 
•peak of are those which were taken 
in lieu of the sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth sections of public lands which 
were donated to the State of California 
by the United States for school purpo­ 
ses. 
W hen these happened to be lo­ 
cated upon 
confirmed 
grants, the 
State had the privilege of selecting 
other land belonging to the United 
States in lieu of said sections. The 
State 
located 
many 
sections 
in 
lieu of the sixteenth and thirty-sixth 
sections which fell on unconfirmed 
grants, some of which, like the San 
Jaciuto, were rejected, consequently 
those lieu lands revert to the United 
States and are subject to pre-emption, 
the State being obliged to take tbe 
original lands located on such uncon­ 
firmed grants. Tbe lands taken in lieu 
of the school lands falling on con­ 
firmed grants, or those subsequently 
confirmed, will probably be held by 
the State, or those holding under it. 
The lands taken in lieu of school or 
pre-empted lands located on railroad 
grants are subject to tbe same condi­ 
tions.

MODERN INNOVATIONS. 


Time was when precedents, both in 
legal practice and in politics, were re­ 
garded with some degree of venera- 
ration and possessed some value in 
popular estimation, and were consid­ 
ered as responsible Índices in shaping 
future action. 
Iu our day aud gene­ 
ration all traditional sanctities seem 
to have lost all their potency. Our 
forefathers were governed by a proper 
regard for the Constitution, and under 
its guidance proper legislation ensued 
and harmony prevailed. 
Those times 
of harmony have passed, and to-day 
uuder the shadow of a wreck the well- 
wishers of our country look back to 
the departed days with no small de­ 
gree of regret. 
Not content with 
prostituting and m utilating the Con­ 
stitution for political purposes, there 
is now a movement on foot to break 
down another landmark and confer 
upon our territories the privilege of 
electing all the home officers. 
No 
matter from what party the proposi­ 
tion 
emanates, it is unwise 
and 
fraught with danger. 
By enactment, 
the Presideut, with the approval of 
the Senate, has been empowered to 
appoint both the executive aud judi­ 
cial heads of government in territo­ 
ries. 
Now, for some unaccountable 
reason, it is sought to do away with 
this 
loug established 
custom and 
again take an unwise departure from 
the heretofore houored method. 
It Is 
immaterial from which party such a 
propositiou comes,—and.we trust that 
before the original act is repeated our 
members of Cougress w ill give the 
matter a sober second thought. 
By 
this innovation no possible gain cau 
be ensured. 
Until organized as States 
the territories are naturally iu a condi­ 
tion of transition, and rightly should 
be 
under 
the 
coi^rol 
of 
the 
general 
government. 
The 
plan 
has worked well for a century, and uo 
injustice has ensued to the Territo­ 
ries. 
A fair representation in Cou­ 
gress has always been guaranteed,and 
tbe entire machinery of Territorial 
2c"“rr.mer>* has worked smoothly. It 
is to be hoped that this innovation 
will not be made. 
No possible good 
can come from it, and much harm cau 
be done. 
The factious wrangling of 
political schemers must necessarily 
ensue, and a proper development of 
social progress be retarded. Upon the 
acquirement of a proper population 
statehood ensues, and then all the 
proper privileges of the elective fran­ 
chise legitim ately follow. It is better 
to let well enough aloue. 


TO CORRECT AN EVIL. 


There is not a com munity upon the 
coast that is not to a greater or less 
degree affected by the curse of the 
presence of the Chinese. 
All of our 
material interests.our social surround­ 
ings and our pecuniary welfare are 
most em phatically affected by the 
damaging influence, of their being 
amongst us; and yet, while we depre­ 
cate the existence of such an element 
iu our midst, we also most decided­ 
ly repudiate the action of the anti- 
Chinese clubs in Sau Francisco. 
This 
line of procedure, according to the tel­ 
egraph, is of an inflammatory charac­ 
ter, and if carried out is calculated to 
bring the reputation of our State into 
a condition of disrepute that will be 
sadly uuenviable. 
There are legiti­ 
mate means of abating nuisances and 
correcting evils, no matter how griev­ 
ous; and illegitim ate acts to accom­ 
plish a prospective good detracts from 
the value of the benefits sought to be 
attained. 
It does sound absolutely 
puerile for any body of sane men to 
listen to, much less endorse the argu­ 
ments used in San Francisco a few 
nights since in regard to this question. 
The real effect of carrying out the vi­ 
olent sentiments expressed at the club 
meetings would involve an insecurity 
to 
property 
of 
innocent 
parties 
throughout the city, covering a dis­ 
trict Heaven only knows how exten­ 
sive. The terrors of the wildest Com­ 
munism in France would bear no com­ 
parison to the result of such a course. 
The strong 
arm 
of 
the 
execu­ 
tive authority of the State 
would 
necessarily be compelled to exercise 
its prerogative, and were the fanatical 
ideas of these organizations carried 
out we should witness such a scene of 
conflagration and carnage as the world 
has seldom beheld. That the presence 
of the Chinese among us is a positive 
curse no one cau deny who studies the 
incidents of the hour the state over. 
It is an evil that the majority of our 
citizens everywhere wish to be rid of; 
but in the name of the honor of our 
State, aud the respect we have for civ­ 
ilization, to rid ourselves of an evil let 
our people do nothing that will bring 
a reproach upon the fair fame of our 
commonwealth. 
Steps have been 
taken to bring this much vexed ques­ 
tion before the government at W ash­ 
ington, and it is to be hoped that be­ 
fore the adjournment of Congress 
som ething will be done to aid our 
com m unity in this regard. The only 
legitim ate remedy lies with Congress, 
and upon our representatives in both 
branches is imposed the burden of 
faithfully representing the wishes of 
their constituents in regard to this 
matter. It is true that a treaty is as 
binding as a personal contract, yet ei­ 
ther can be broken by a violent action 
on the part of the contracting parties, 
or by mutual consent. 
It is for the 
government to take either step and 
take the consequences. 
Either course 
is within its province, and in no wise 
lies in the power of any com munity to 
enforce its individual will by violence. 
Any illegitim ate action on the part of 
any isolated community would be not 
only harmful but in tbe highest degree 
disgraceful. It íb to be hoped that the 
organizations in Ban Francisco will 


take a sober second thought, and that 
discretion 
will 
rule 
their action. 
There is an element in every com m u­ 
nity where the Chinese exist that 
needs but the word to give vent to the 
strongest ebullition of passion, and 
when ouce let loose becomes uncon­ 
trollable. Tbe laws provide means 
for the redress of all wrongs, and the 
abatement of nuisances. 
The exam ­ 
ple set by the citizens of Antioch 
is 
pernicious 
in 
the 
extrem e, 
andoffers 
a 
precedent 
that 
can 
but be condemned by all law abiding 
citizens. The torch and the bludgeon 
are not the instruments to secure re­ 
form or remedy evils of any sort. 


GRANT AND THE HOUSE. 


On the third of April the House of 
Representatives called upon General 
Presideut G r a n t to inform that body 
whether any acts of his or any of his 
duties have been performed at a dis­ 
tance from the seat of government es­ 
tablished by law, etc. 
The motive of 
this action on the part of the House is 
plainly recognized. It is undoubtedly 
claimed by the House that many acts 
of the Presideut have been performed 
in a manner wholly out of character 
and in a manner unbecoming the dig­ 
nity of the Chief Magistrate. 
In re­ 
sponse to the interrogatory of the 
House the President stands upon his 
dignity and virtually tells the august 
enquirers to miud their own business 
—that his movements are none of 
their concern. 
W hile it is true that 
most of our Presidents have during 
vacation of Congress iudulged in re­ 
creation at some favorite watering- 
place, none have adopted the system 
of migration that has characterized 
the career of President G r a n t . From 
the beginning of tbe term of his office 
he has shown an undigniffed spirit, 
and has appeared to prefer the atmos­ 
phere of the stable and the pleasure of 
toadying to the aristocratic element 
at Long Branch and at tasüionable re­ 
sorts, receiving the truculent homage 
of the snobs who ever rejoice in fawn­ 
ing upon those in high places. It is 
evident that the House had impeach­ 
ment in view when the resolution of 
enquiry was adopted, but it is a ques­ 
tion whether the undignified conduct 
of the President furnishes sufficient 
ground for tbe charge of malfeasance 
or misdemeanor. 
Yet iu view of all 
precedent, and regarding the honor 
that should attach to the office of 
President, the House will be sustained 
by popular sentim ent for administer­ 
ing a severe rebuke. 
We canuot ad­ 
mire the transformation of the tradi­ 
tional customs of our republic to those 
of the character of the court of Louis 
XIV. 
We are glad of the rebuke and 
trust it will be productive of good. 
The Presideut stands or rather con­ 
fesses that he occupies the position of 
a criminal on the stand when he re­ 
marks that if Impeachment was con­ 
templated he should not commit him ­ 
self by a response. This is character­ 
istic of the man and shows that he 
lias an appreciation of his guilt. 
We 
hope the House will proceed.

The w eather was c h a rm ­ 
in g and the lunch, w hich was bounti­ 
ful, was heartily relishejl. 
The early

w ith ex a m in in g th e village of hives 
upon the grounds, 
T H E GROWTH, 
The firm ow ning the apiary, as well 
as Mr. N. Levering, w ho is associated 
w ith them , were very a tte n tiv e in do­ 
ing the honors of the day. From them 
we learned th a t on February 1st the 
com pany had hut 268 boxes,and to day 
there are 435, all a t w ork and many 
sw arm ing. The greatest labor attached 
to the apiary during the past y ear has 
been Italianizing, w hich lias been ac­ 
com plished to the full satisfaction anti 
profit of all concerned. 
As at present 
m anaged the average yield of honey 
to a hive is 125 pounds for a season.

T H E MEETING 
w as called to order by Mr. Jo h n P. 
Bruck, th e President, an d after the 
reading of th e m inu tes of the last 
m eeting by the secretary, Mr. W ill­ 
iam M. K asm ussen, th e m em bers in­ 
dulged in a colloquial interchange of 
se n tim e n t and interesting discussion 
of tlie various brandies of bee culture. 
Mr. A. J. Davidson a fte r a few well 
tim ed remarKs moved th a t when the 
funds of the organization would w ar­ 
ra n t it, a library should tie purchased 
am i a librarian elected. 
The object of 
th is is to obtain a full collection of in­ 
form ation as to bee culture. M r Lev­ 
ering seconded the m otion and urged 
th e necessity of o b taining a complete 
list of tlie bee food flowers and plants.

MEDICINE; THIS SIDE UP. 


A P io n eer S ketch.

I think I have previously remarked 
that old Jerry was a placid, mild-man­ 
nered little man. You would hardly 
surmise from his general appearance 
th at he had not followed oue of the 
prosiest, matter-of-fact forms of exist­ 
ence outside the treadmill. He might 
be a church deacon or a retired coun­ 
try parson, or, indeed, for all you 
know, he might be the prophet Jere­ 
m iah himself, come back and called 
Jerry for convenience. But be assured 
he is nothiDg of the kiud. 
Rumor hath it that in his youthful

I t teems that a certain handsome 
and chaste young lady, the daughter 
of a wealthy and influential judge, 
took a suddeu fancy to Jerry and 
asked his hand in marriage. This pro­ 
cedure was of course very singular, 
since the year one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-nine was not leap 
year, or indeed a season of any unu­ 
sual social privileges. 
But what is 
still more singular, the young lady’s 
father Insisted strongly in uutiug the 
two young people in the holy bonds of 
matrimony, and although Jerry cour­ 
teously declined the honor thus urged 
upon him, the arm of the law was in­ 
voked to enforce his compliance. 
For a week or more Jerry’s friends, 
the police, were on a sharp lookout for 
him , but the little man keptstudiously 
reserved, feeling a natural delicacy 
about being found in the company of 
such notorious personages. Finally 
one of the officers insisted upon forcing 
himself upon Jerry’s company, and he 
was dismissed so summarily by our 
hero that he remained in bed for some 
tim e thereafter. 
But meanwhile the city of Boston 
became too contracted for Jerry’s field 
of operations and he longed for other 
worlds to couquer.

The good 
ship Duxbury lay at 
Bagg’s wharf ready freighted and 
bound for California. 
At the last mo­ 
m ent before she weighed anchor an 
express 
wagon 
came 
thundering 
down the wharf loaded with a good 
sized box marked “G. Burdell, M. D., 
Ban Francisco, California, via ship 
Duxbury. 
M e d ic in e . 
T h i s S id e 
Up.” 
The express wagon drew up to 
the vessel. 
A tall gentleman whom 
we at ouce determine to be Doctor 
Burdell jumped from the seat and, 
w ith the aid of the truckman, lifted 
the box carefully 
down upon the 
ground. 
It was then hurried on board 
ship with other belated baggage, the 
Doctor superintending the proceeding 
personally, so great waa his solicitude 
for the precious drugs within. 
His 
charge safely deposited on the deck of 
the vessel, the Doctor went away to 
look after bis other baggage, and we 
would accompany him were it not for 
the various other matters which de­ 
mand our attention in connection 
with the box of medicine which we 
have mentioned. 
There was a good 
representation of the police force of 
the city about the wharf and vessel. 
The officers moved constantly about 
from place to place, and seemed to be 
expecting something or somebody. 
W hat they really wanted, of course 
the writer of this history is not sup­ 
posed to know. 
Finally, two of these 
uneasy officials approached the box of 
medicine, and one remarked in an au­ 
dible voice: 
“ He might be in there.” 
“ No,” said the party addressed, 
“ the box is too small.” 
“But he is a mighty little fellow,” 
was the rejoiuder. 
•Then try it and see.” 
With this suggestion the first party 
stuck the end of his cane through a 
knot-hole in the side of the box and 
rammed away with it as though he 
were loading a piece of artillery. 
Had the medicines in the case been of 
a very fragile character they must 
certainly have perished, or had they 
been the villainous nitro-glycerine or 
dynamite invented in more modern 
times, they must as certainly have 
made a grand explosion. 
But the in­ 
quisitive officer finally withdrew his 
cane, regardles of 
the damage he 
might have done, and when his fellow 
inquired what he had discovered, he 
replied, “Only a bottle.” 
Then the Mate came along with a 
gang of deck hands, stowing away 
freight, and the box was rollea into a 
snug corner for convenience while the 
officers strolled away. I think the 
Mate and his men did not read the di­ 
rections on the box, or else they were 
very stupid and careless, for instead of 
placing “ this end up” as was marked 
plainly enough in big black letters, 
they put “this end” down. Such a 
procedure only illustrates the careless 
manner in which our precious goods 
are handled by public carriers. I re­ 
gret that there has been so little im ­ 
provement in this respect of late years. 
As the vessel’s moorings were that 
moment loosed, and the ship put out 
with a great clamor, the tall doctor 
whom we have previously noted came 
up in an apparent flurry of excite­ 
ment. 
Wheu he saw that his box of 
medicine had been removed he was 
greatly disconcerted,and beseemed in 
much haste to search it out. Then 
when he had come to it he stooped 
down and whispered through the knot 
hole, "Are you all right, Jerry?” and 
a faint, weak whisper came back, 
“ Yes, but standing on mg head. 
T u r n m e up.” 
I suppose the poor boxed-up Jerry 
was duly released and welcomed on 
deck,for as the ship rounded the wharf 
on her outward course the police saw 
the little man perced on the pilot bouse 
making a courtly but exasperating 
obeisance to them. 
And then they 
smote the air with their fists and tore 
their disheveled locks asunder and ran 
for a boat to overhaul the Duxbury. 
But it was of no avail. The good ship 
was under full sail, and soon left Bos­ 
ton harbor and Baggs’ wharf far In 
her wake. Thus it was that Jerry bid 
adieu to his Boston friends in the 
year 1840.
